Dear Mr. Page: 

I am writing you as an Oakwood parent on a matter that 
has given me a good deal of concern. It was brought forcibly 
to my attention yesterday by the Specialist who has recently 
examined my son Wilfred who is at the school. This Physician 
feels that some patron who knows Mr. Reagan quite well ought 
by all means speak to him. 

As you probably know, Mr. Reagan’s son is in a hospital 
for the mentally ill. All during the last year apparently 
he was very frank with some of the boys in criticisms of his 
Father. In other words, they have gotten the idea that 
Mr. Reagan is a very insincere person, and that if anyone as 
nice as they used to think he was is shown to be so insincere, 
probably most other individuals and indeed parents with whom 
they come in contact are similarly ready to urge idealistic 
attitudes but to act in quite a different fashion. 

Apparently young Jim Reagan has seriously considered and 
has discussed with some of the boys and for all I know some 
of the girls, the question of suicide. This summer the daughter 
of one of the Oakwood Trustees and the sister of a very popular 
student did commit suicide, and apparently from what Wilfred 
told our Doctor the question of suicide 4s a way 
world's difficulties, and the right of the individdlil^isDeing 
quite seriously discussed by at least a group of the students. 

How far this has gone through the upper classes I have not the 
slightest means of knowing. I knew that there was some dis¬ 
cussion on this point this summer. In fact it was carried on 
quite frankly when I was present with two or three of the Oakwood 
boys at our summer camp, but I had no idea it was more than a 
passing interest. Our Physician is thoroughly convinced that 
the situation is a bit dangerous and that it is linked up with 
the great loss of confidence in the Headmaster. 

Please understand that I have not the slightest evidence 
that your daughter is at all involved in any of this. Quite 
probably she is not. I am writing you because you are one of 
the few Oakwood patrons whom I know. I have some diffidence in 
writing to Mr. Reagan. He feels that my son induced his boy 
to take up smoking which is against the rules of the school and 
which precipitated the clash between Jim and his Father that 
proved the last straw in pushing Jim from normality to mental 
abnormality. In view of this, I greatly dislike to carry this 
situation to Mr. Reagan and tell him that he is, in the judgment

of a physician, responsible fop it. 

I don’t know whether you would feel like doing this 
or not, but I would greatly like to have your advice in a 
situation which our physician felt was so serious that he 
spent an hour with me yesterday going over it.

Thank you very much indeed for your letter of 
November 10th in regard to the situation at Oakwood. 

I have just had a letter from Mr. Reagan in regard 
to the difficulties that he is having with my own son 
which grow in large part out of the situation. It gave 
me an excellent opening to broach the situation to him 
and I have done so. 

The more I think about it the more I believe that 
the suggestion of our physician has perhaps some merit, 
namely, that someone from the outside who has perhaps 
been frequently at Oakwood and who is known to the students, 
should discuss the situation with them or with a group of 
those most affected and try to straighten out their thinking 
both in regard to meeting the responsibilities of life 
instead of dodging them, and in getting them to be fair to 
the administration of the school. I have not suggested this 
to Mr. Reagan as yet but may do so if the opportunity offers. 

My own youngster is seriously affected, and as he is 
the type of lad who is very impatient of required subjects 
for which he sees no use but rather precocious in the few 
subjects in which he is interested, my own stake in the 
situation is considerable. In fact, although my lad is in 
his junior year, I have seriously considered changing the 
school despite very excellent arguments against this sort 
of thing. 

I had hoped to be present at the luncheon given you 
at the College on Wednesday but a committee meeting that 
I could not dodge conflicted.

GROUP 3 indicates failure in cooperation because pupil is careless, thoughtless, influenced by his fellows or controlled by circum¬ 
stances ; GROUP 4 indicates failure in cooperation because pupil is reckless, selfish, wilful, or because he ignores rights of others*
